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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request entry of this Amendment and 
reconsideration of the present application in view of the amendments and in view 
of the reasons that follow. Claims 1-10, 13-29, 31-37, and 70-99 are pending. 
Claims 11, 1 2, 30, and 38-69 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer of the 
subject matter. Claims 70-99 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 1 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112. Claims 1 and 34 are 
amended to address the issues raised by the examiner. 

Claims 1-6, 9-10, and 35-36 are rejected under non-statutory 
obviousness-type double patenting based upon US Pat. No. 7,065,394 (Hobot et 
al.) in view of US Pat. No. 5,109,830 (Cho), and US Pat. No. 5,300,032 (Hibbs). 
Claims 1 , and 6-8 are rejected under non-statutory obviousness-type double 
patenting based upon Hobot in view of Cho, Hibbs, and US Pat. No. 6,387,981 
(Zhang), or US Pat. No. 5,921,933 (Sarkis et al.). Claims 13, and 15-18 are 
rejected under non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting based upon 
Hobot in view of Cho, Hibbs, and further in view of US Pat. No. 6,066,1 26 (Li et 
al.). Claims 13, 17, 19-20 are rejected under non-statutory obviousness-type 
double patenting based upon Hobot in view of Cho, Hibbs and further in view of 
and US Pat. No. 5,322,509 (Rickerd). Claims 13, 17, 20-24, 26 and 28 are 
rejected under non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting based upon 
Hobot in view of Cho, Hibbs and further in view of US Pat. No. 6,039,723 
(Tanaka et al.). Claims 13, and 24-27 are rejected under non-statutory 
obviousness-type double patenting based upon Hobot in view of Cho and Hibbs 
and further in view of US Pat. No. 6,022,341 (Lentz). Claims 1 3, 1 7, 21 , and 28- 
29 are rejected under non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting based 
upon Hobot in view Cho and Hibbs and further in view of Lentz and Rickerd. 
Claims 31-32 are rejected under non-statutory obviousness-type double 
patenting based upon Hobot in view Cho and Hibbs and further in view of US 
Pat. No. 5,160,396 (Jensen). A terminal disclaimer as to US Pat. No. 7,065,394 
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is filed herewith that overcomes the double patent rejections. Withdrawal of the 
rejections and issuance of a Notice of Allowance is warranted based upon the 
amended claims and the remarks.
